On each occasion, our government sent a nouce to the 
U.S. about the date, ume and place of the violation. 
Our ground control repeatedly warned the pilots about 
the violations but they ignored the warnings. We told 
the U.S. authorities that they needed to do something 
about the violauons because the planes were coming 
from their territory. Each tume, the U.S. promised to 
look into the matter. But they never did anything about 
i. 


These groups have received the biessing of the U.S 
government to do whatever they can against our gov- 
ernment. They even started overflying Havana and drop- 
ping subversive leaflets. We told hem that no country in 
the world would allow planes from outside its borders 
to fly over its airspace and drop inciting leaflets. 


Cuba did not have many choices. These people were 
trying to provoke a tense situauion between us and the 
U.S.. They had come to the conclusion that Cuba was 
atraid to protect its sovereignty. 


President Bill Clinton's statements that the planes were 
shot down in international airspace is laughable, and the 
United Nations, by tabling a resoluuon against Cuba, 
has once again shown its immoral double standards 
when dealing with the U:S.. 


How long can Cuba continue to withstand the U.S. 
economic blockade that has been in force for the past 
35 years? 


The U.S. ts the only country that has an economic 
blockade against Cuba. Cuba has diplomatic relations 
with 156 countries. We are, therefore, not isolated. Of 
course, if we could get a market closer to us that would 
help. Bul, we can survive without the U.S.. What is 
at issue 1s that they cannot accept the fact that a small 
independent country such as Cuba can stand up to them. 
They can't accept that we want to dictate our own future 
as much as they want to dictate theirs 


We want to see a situation where the tension that exists 
between ourselves disappears. But that should not come 
at the expense of our sovereignty. 


How does Cuba view the attempts by the U.S. to get 
South Africa to sever ties with it? 


What 1s important here ts not the attempt, since the 
U.S. government does that all over the world. U.S. 
ambassadors have, as part of their work, been instructed 
to try and force countries not to send its people to 
Cuba or allow any business or technology exchanges 
But they haven't succeeded in spite of their power. The 
European Union has told them that they do not accept 
an embargo against Cuba. Even two of the U.S.'s main 
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trading partners in North America, Canada and Mexico, 
have maintained good trade reiations with us. The U.S. 
is fighting a lost battle against our country. 


Cuba appreciates Presideut Nelson Mandela's recent 
principled position regarding U.S. attempts to force him 
to cut ues with us. Our relations with South Africa have 
nothing to do with what happens between Cuba and the 
US. 


What sort of foreign policy does Cuba want to 
pursue in southern Africa? 


Cuba has been involved in southern Africa by providing 
humanitarian assistance such as doctors, education and 
training. We have trained more than 25,000 people from 
this region in the last 20 years. Cuba's economy is not 
in good shape but we have abundant human resources. 
We have thousands of doctors which we have provided 
io many southern African countries. We are aware that 
we cannot provide loans for these governments, or any 
investment. But we have invested in human resources 
and we're prepared to commit ourselves in that regard. 


Does Cuba believe that perestroika can provide 
answers to its internal problems? 


Cuba started introducing reforms prior to the Soviet 
‘Jnion’s perestroika, which was introduced by Mikhael 
Gorbachev in 1986. After the collapse of the Soviet 
Union, our economy was badly affected because we 
lost a lot of trading partners. Cuba lost 75 percent 
of its earnings and had problems trying to survive as 
a socialist country surrounded by a hostile capitalist 
world not ready to co-operate with us. We have since 
introduced a mixed economy where we have started 
allowing private companies to operate. 


We have introduced changes to our economy and are 
opening up our markets. Foreign investment is coming 
to the country but we are keeping control of the 
situauion. When foreign companies come into Cuba, 
a commission analyses the benefits that would accrue 
from such investment. We have to look at our own 
interests. Yes, we want foreign investment but that 
should not be at our own expense. 


There is no way that a socialist country can introduce 
capitalist formulas and expect that everything will be 
like before. That is why we are introducing all these 
changes in a gradual way. 

The U.S. government seems to be waiting for the 


Cuban masses to rise up against Fidel Castro. Will 
this ever happen? 


What the U.S. is expecting to happen to Cuba today, 
happened 37 years ago on January 1, 1959 — the day 
that the Cuban people, led by Castro, took power. We 
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have elections in Cuba every five years. If the Cuban 
people feel that they want to change the government, 
they could do that peacefully. More than 98 percent of 
the people are represented in government. So, no, we do 
not see any possibility of an uprising in Cuba against 
the government. 


Has the Cuban government groomed a successor to 
Castro? 


When that time comes, a decision will be taken. Nobody 
is talking about that at the moment. But we accept 
that Castro is human like everyone. Castro will be 
70 in August this year — an age far below that of 
President Mandela (who is 77) and someone such as 
U.S. presidential candidate, Bob Dole (73). We have 
hopes that Fidel will last. Castro does not enforce his 
rule on anyone in the country, You will be surprised to 
learn that Castro has less power than the U.S. president 
or even those in Western countries. 


There has been a deliberate attempt by certain countries 
and people to present an image of Castro as a dictator. 
Bul, there is broad consultauon in government on 
important issues. Castro is very important to the country 
and we want him to continue being with us.

— A majority of Sierra Leone's 13 political parties 
have demanded the annulment of general elections held 
early this week in the civil war-torn country, alleging 
irregularities, sources said Friday [1 March). 


At least seven parties have sent letters to the Interim 
National Electoral Commission (INEC) and military 
junta leader General Julius Maada Bio giving details 
of their complaints about Monday and Tuesday's poll, 
the sources said. 


They argued that voting could not be conducted properly 
in some regions of the impoverished west African 
country because of insecurity caused by the conflict 
between Revolutionary United Front (RUF) rebels and 
the Army. 


Fraud also marred the elections, with some people 
voting several times, the parties complained.

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The Nauional Unity Party (NUP), led by John Karimu 
and considered close to the junta, is among the move- 
ments to want the annulment of both the general elec- 
ions and a presidential poll held at the same ume. 


Observers noted that none of the three parties believed 
to be well ahead in the vote have challenged the conduct 
of the elecuion, from which official results have yet to 
be released. 


The three include Ahmad Tejan Kabbah’s Sierra Leone 
People's Party (SLPP), founded in 1951 and the oldest 
in the former Briush colony, which was already count- 
ing on victory Friday. 


On Thursday, Commonwealth observers and monitors 
from the Organization of African Unity and among 
diplomats posted here paid tribute to the INEC for what 
they described as the free and open management of the 
elections, in spite of the war. 
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The demands for the cancellation of the poll have caused 
serious alarm among residents of Freetown, who were 
wondering if they would not give the military a chance 
to cling on to the power it seized in 1992, a year after 
the rebels launched their insurrection. 


Late Thursday, in Ivory Coast's economic capital Abid- 
jan, a delegation of the RUF engaged in peace nego- 
liations with the junta warned thal the rebels will not 
recognise the outcome of the voung. 


The elections, the first held under a multiparty system 
in Sierra Leone since 1967, were marred by the deaths 
of at least 27 people, according to hospital sources, in 
violence largely blamed on the Army. 
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
